He  was  born  at  St.  Margaret's  hospital  in  Dorchester, 
Massachusetts  and  grew  up  to  become  one  of  the  most 
respected  and  influential  legislators  in  United  States 
history.  He  earned  the  nickname  the  "Lion  of  the  Senate," 
for  his  perseverance  and  long  tenure.  He  was  able  to 
work  across  the  political  divide,  uniting  Democrats  and 
Republicans  in  compromise  to  pass  over  300  bills  into  law. 
Championing  such  causes  as  Civil  Rights,  education  and 
immigration  reform,  health  care,  and  raising  the  minimum 
wage;  Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy  built  his  career  on 
advancing  social  and  economic  justice.  As  community 
members  of  a  public  higher-learning  institution,  we  have 
him  to  thank  for  many  of  the  measures  that  make  UMass 
Boston  an  institution  that  is  accessible  financially  and 
academically  to  everyone.  In  addition,  his  legacy  now 
continues  after  his  death  with  the  establishment  of  The 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  Institute  for  the  United  States  Senate, 
which  will  be  housed  adjacent  to  the  J.  F.  K.  Presidential 
Library  at  Columbia  Point. 

During  his  lifetime,  Senator  Kennedy  had  a  hand 
in  the  creation  of  almost  every  major  federal  student- 
aid  program,  establishing  the  Pell  Grant  in  1972  and 
constantly  offering  budget  amendments  to  increase  it's 
maximum  award.  He  conceived  of  the  federal  direct- 
loan  program  in  which  the  government  loans  students 
money  directly  through  their  colleges,  and  remained  one 
of  it's  most  loyal  supporters  throughout  his  time  in  the 
Senate.  Kennedy  faced  opposition  to  direct  lending  from 
Republicans  who  thought  it  fiscally  irresponsible,  but  in 
2007,  Congress  passed  a  Kennedy-approved  bill  that  cut 
out  lender  subsidies  from  the  bank-based  guaranteed  loan 
program  and  funneled  the  savings  to  federal  student  aid. 

Kennedy  co-sponsored  Title  IX  of  the  Education 
Amendments,  a  1972  law  that  banned  sex-discrimination 
at  institutions  receiving  federal  funds  and  led  to  a  huge 
increase  in  women's  involvement  in  college  sports. 
When  he  became  chairman  of  the  Labor  and  Human 
Resources  Committee  in  1987,  Kennedy  first  sought  to 
override  the  1984  Supreme  Court  ruling,  Grove  City 
College  v.  Bell  which  found  that  gender-equity  was 
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only  applicable  in  programs  directly  receiving  aid,  not 
institution-wide.  Kennedy's  bill  was  passed  into  law  in 
1988,  forcing  institutions  utilizing  federal  aid  to  comply 
with  the  law  across  the  board.  He  also  went  against  the 
Bush  administration's  plan  to  eliminate  TRIO  college 
preparatory  programs,  which  includes  such  initiatives 
as  Upward  Bound,  arguing  that  equal  opportunity  for  a 
college  education  is  a  cornerstone  of  democracy. 

The  Edward  M.  Kennedy  institute  for  the  United  States 
Senate,  Kennedy's  lasting  legacy,  is  a  project  that's  been 
in  the  works  for  several  years  but  gained  in  momentum 
after  the  Senator  was  diagnosed  with  an  inoperable  brain 
tumor  in  May  2008.  The  Institute,  slated  to  open  sometime 
next  year  on  Columbia  Point,  will  occupy  40,000  square 
feet  of  space  adjacent  to  the  JFK  Library,  and  will  house  a 
museum  and  exhibit  spaces,  classrooms,  and  a  reception 
area.  A  digital  library  will  allow  access  to  senate  archives 
in  libraries  across  the  U.S.  as  well  as  Senator  Kennedy's 
records.  The  Institute  will  be  devoted  to  educating  and 
inspiring  the  public  about  civic  engagement,  and  will 
open  its  doors  to  students,  teachers,  Senators, and  Senate 
staff,  providing  an  outlet  for  hands-on  instruction  in  the 
many  aspects  of  the  Senate  and  government.  The  Institute 
also  hopes  to  work  closely  with  teachers  to  develop 
and  implement  related  curriculum  and  plans  to  offer  a 
"Summer  Senate,"  for  high-schoolers,  in  which  "two 
students  from  each  state  will  come  to  the  Institute  each 
year  to  study  a  topic,  hold  mock  hearings,  draft  legislation, 
and  debate  the  topic."  The  choice  to  build  his  namesake 
institution  at  Columbia  Point,  near  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Boston,  the  Massachusetts  Archives,  and 
the  JFK  Library  is  not  happenstance  for  Peter  Meade,  CEO 
and  President  of  the  Institute.  Mr.  Meade  graciously  agreed 
to  speak  with  me  over  the  phone  about  his  relationship 
with  Senator  Kennedy,  plans  for  the  Institute,  and  how  it 
will  embody  the  values  and  ideals  he  upheld  throughout 
his  career.  Mr.  Meade  and  I  spoke  the  day  after  he 
moderated  a  debate,  held  at  the  J.  F.  K.  Presidential  Library, 
for  Senator  Kennedy's  replacement  in  the  United  States 
Senate.

Interview  with  Peter  Meade, 
President  and  CEO  of  the  Edward 
M.  Kennedy  Institute  for  the  United 
States  Senate

How  did  you  know  the  late  senator? 

I  worked  on  his  1980  campaign,  I 
coordinated  public  safety  in  school 
desegregation  in  the  mid  1970s  and  got 
to  know  him  fairly  well  then.  I  am  also 
the  Chair  of  the  Rose  Kennedy  Greenway 
Conservancy,  something  the  senator  asked 
me  to  do.  I  know  [his  wife]  Vicky  and  our 
two  families  have  become  very  close  over 
the  years. 


How  do  you  hope  to  embrace  Senator 
Kennedy's  life  work  and  mission  with  the 
Institute? 

There  are  three  hallmarks  of  his  life  that 
we  need  to  emulate:  One,  he  always  did  his 
homework.  They  always  say  he  was  the  best 
prepared  in  the  room.  The  second  is,  he  had 
a  real  capacity  to  listen  to  and  understand 
people  with  opposing  points  of  view.  And 
third,  he  knew  how  to  get  it  done.  Once  he 
shook  your  hand  and  promised  something, 
you  knew  it  would  happen.  He  was  a 
completely  trustworthy  person. 


How  will  the  Institute  influence  the 
political  and  academic  climate  of 
Massachusetts? 

We  hope  to  reach  Massachusetts  as  well 
as  the  entire  country.  We  hope  to  teach  the 
values  that  Senator  Kennedy  upheld,  of 


reaching  across  the  aisle  and  understanding 
other  people  and  their  positions.  Senator 
Kennedy  wanted  the  institute  to  be  a  very 
important  teaching  institution.  He  wanted 
to  teach  young  people  how  a  functioning 
democracy  works.  We  hope  to  continue  that 
mission. 

How  much  work  has  been  done  on  specific 
programs? 

We  definitely  are  not  going  to  wait  for 
the  building  to  be  complete  to  conduct 
programming.  We  will  have  an  online 
presence  before  the  building  is  done. 


How  will  the  design  of  the  building  reflect 
the  ideals  or  goals  of  the  institute? 

Well,  we  want  it  to  be  an  important 
part  of  the  university.  We  want  it  to  be  a 
welcoming  building  that  encourages  people 
to  come  there.  We'll  have  classrooms, 
lectures  and  some  classes  that  will  be  taught 
there.  I'm  thrilled  about  the  opportunities 
for  students  to  work  here  on  particular 
programs,  having  university  faculty 
participate  in  panels,  and  hopefully  tapping 
into  the  incredible  talent  that  is  in  the 
UMass  system. 


How  will  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Boston  be  connected  to  the  Institute? 

The  University  of  Mass,  Boston  is  a 
natural  ally.  Our  goal  is  to  have  the  campus 
breathe  life  into  the  building.  There  will 
be  a  number  of  places  where  we  will  be 
able  to  do  things  together.  In  addition  to 
the  university,  you  have  the  Massachusetts 
Archives  with  a  real  treasure  of  important 


pieces  of  not  only  Massachusetts  history, 
but  American  history  as  well.  There  are 
few  places  on  this  earth  that  host  as  much 
teaching  and  eduction  as  we  have  with  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston,  the 
Mass  Archives,  and  the  Kennedy  Library.  It 
is  incredible  to  contemplate. 

How  will  the  immediate  community  of 
Dorchester  as  well  as  the  larger  Boston 
community  be  able  to  utilize  the  institute? 

I  think  we  are  doing  programs  that  the 
entire  community  will  participate  in.  We 
will  be  the  kind  of  institution  who  invites 
the  neighborhood  to  participate  and  help, 
and  we  also  want  to  help.  I  grew  up  in 
Dorchester.  I  know  this  community  well. 
The  number  of  people  in  South  Boston  and 
Dorchester  who  have  said  Tet  me  know  how 
I  can  help'  is  incredible. 

Kennedy  had  a  very  special  connection 
to  Dorchester,  you  know.  We  want  to  make 
sure  we  are  able  to  keep  that  connection 
alive. 


Why  Columbia  Point? 

You  know  from  reading  [his  memoir] 
True  Compass  how  important  the  sea  was 
to  him.  I  think  it's  fitting  that  we  have  the 
institute  at  Columbia  Point.  For  that  reason, 
we  also  want  to  be  part  of  a  community  who 
insists  on  superb  stewardship  of  the  water. 

I  was  at  the  senator's  house  three  years 
ago  at  a  meeting  in  his  living  room.  The 
Institute  came  up.  Someone  in  the  room 
said,  'this  is  terrific,  you  should  put  this  at 
(you  know,  X  school).'  The  senator  hesitated 
for  a  few  seconds  and  then  said,  "No.  I  want 
it  at  UMass  Boston,  those  are  my  people.  "
